equity. 


“You want to establish a spuri­ 
ous line and zone which will pro­ 
vide you with the 
leisure 
and 
freedom to continue delaying the 
conference.” 
The Keds want to fix a cease­ 
fire line before taking up 
any 
other item on the agenda. 
The 
U. N. command insists that the 
line follow the war front at the 
time all other armistice terms are 
agreed upon. 
Brig. Gen. William Nuckols, the 
official U. N. command spokes­ 
man, said the Communists hinted

cease-fire line was fixed, the next 
step would be withdrawal of all 
troops from the buffer zone.

SAN FRANCISCO— (ZP) —Sen. 
William F. Knowland (R-Calif.)

Knowland said he would seek 
to have eases brought before the 
United Nations as a "menace to 
international morality and human 
rights.”

Francisco) Daily Chinese 
World, 
said many Chinese-Amerieans had

“No direct demand for blood 
money is made," Lee said, "but 
word is sent out through relatives 
or intermediaries, usually in the 
British colony of Hong Kong.

"When it conies they ask for 
more. If it doesn’t come, they ap­ 
ply torture aud, eventually, death.” 
He did not identify any of the 
reported victims.

Detroiter Goes 


Out To Get Cop, 
Dies In Gunfight 


DETROIT — (ZP)—A man who 
bragged he was going to “shoot 
myself a 
cop” 
died 
today 
of 
wounds inflicted in a street cor­ 
ner gun battle with two police­ 
men here last night. 
He was Charles Meridith, 33, a 
sheet metal worker 
who 
came 
here a year ago from Kingston, 
Tenn. 
He was a father of four. 
Officer Wounded 
Meridith shot it out with P a ­ 
trolmen Raleigh K. Boho, 25, and 
Raymond Angeluski, 23, after he 
was ordered 
to 
surrender. 
He 
died at I a. rn., six hours after he 
was hit in the abdomen by four 
bullets and in the arm by a fifth. 
Boho was wounded in the right 
foot and another bullet cut through 
his pants leg in the exchange of 
19 shots. 
The two patrolmen, suspecting 
Meridith was a prowler, attempted 
to question him in an alley, but 
he ran and 
vanished 
between 
houses. 
They went to a telephone 
call box to make their hourly re­ 
port to headquarters and, as they 
walked away, spotted him talking 
to a man on the sidewalk nearby. 
In Bad Mood 
Carson Shahan, 36, M eridith’s 
landlord, was the man to whom 
he 
was 
talking. 
Shahan 
said 
Meridith 
was 
drunk 
and 
he 
warned him to get inside before 
he got into trouble. 
Instead, Shahan said, Meridith 
pulled a .45 automatic from his 
pocket 
and 
complained 
police 
were giving him a “bad time” and 
that he intended “to shoot m y­ 
self a cop.” 
Shahan said he dropped the gun 
accidentally on the sidewalk, and 
the approaching policemen warned 
him “leave it alone.” 
But Meri­ 
dith grabbed it and began firing 
wildly. 
Both officers fired, 
knocking 
Meridith down, but he kept firing. 
Boho emptied his gun, he said, 
and Meridith was levelling 
on 
him when he yelled to Angeluski, 
who fired the two final 
shots. 
‘Ile probably saved

Boho said.

porarily and seek a step-by-step 
solution to the cold war. 
“Let us grasp the definite and 
limited problems, and work 
for 
theirq practical 
solution,” 
Eden 
said in a conciliatory speech be­ 
fore the United Nations general 
assembly. 
“That is the real road to peace. 
That is the way to make a fresh 
start,” he declared. 
Small Issues First 
Eden’s speech, his first in the 
U. N. since the founding confer­ 
ence and San Francisco in 1945, 
was notable for its mild tone and 
lack of attacks on the Russians. 
He urged all U. N. members— 
including the Soviet Union — to 
work from the small issues to the 
great “With real good will.” 
Backing up U. S. Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson’s policy state­ 
ment last week on every point, 
Eden 
cited 
the 
British-French- 
American disarmament proposals 
as one example of how the east- 
w'est disputants could work from 
the small issues to the large. 
“We suggest,” he declared, that 
disarmament “should begin with 
the less important categories of 
armed forces and armaments, then 
move on to those that are more 
important and secret, and there­ 
fore more difficult to handle.” 
Appeals To Vishinsky 
Eden appealed to Soviet For­ 
eign Minister Andrei Vishinsky to

Herring Run Under Way; 
Predict Big Catch Here 


Herring is a little fish with a 
big volume of production locally 
and a good market. 
Last 
year 
Delta county commercial 
fisher­ 
men caught an estimated one mil­ 
lion pounds and expect to equal 
that production this year. 
The herring run is now under 
way in the northern Green 
Bay 
waters, 
a 
start somewhat later 
than last year but expected to de­ 
velop rapidly into peak volume 
within a few days. 
Roy Jensen of Jensen & Jensen 
market 
today 
reported 
28.000 
pounds of herring were brought 
here Saturday. 
Additional 
tons 
were sold by fishermen of Gar­ 
den, Fairport and Fayette. 
Variety Of Uses 
The run began about two weeks 
ago for fishermen of the Garden 
peninsula area, 
who turned to 
herring when the production of 
whitefish began to fall off. 
Low in cost and high in flavor 
and nutrition, 
the Great Lakes 
herring supplies the largest fish 
crop of the lakes. About 6.600,000 
pounds were harvested last year, 
with nearly one-half the total be­ 
ing taken from Green bay and ad­ 
jacent waters. 
Commercial 
fishermen at the 
begining of the run have been re­ 
ceiving from four to four and one- 
half cents for their herring. 
The 
price invariably falls at the peak 
of the fall run. 
A fine food fish, with hundreds 
of thousands of pounds 
smoked 
for a table delicacy, 
additional 
thousands of pounds 
reach 
the 
market fresh. 
Supply Mink Food 
Thousands of pounds are quick 


frozen for human 
consumption, 
and additional millions of pounds 
are frozen and stored to supply 
mink ranchers with food for their 
valuable fur-bearers. 
The 
estimated 
one - million 
pounds of herring 
produced 
by 
Delta county fishermen could go 
almost 
entirely 
to 
supply 
the 
mink food needs of local ranchers. 
It is estimated that of the total 
production here, about 75 per cent 
of the herring are purchased for 
mink food. 
Mink 
ranchers of Wisconsin, 
Lower Michigan, and 
Minnesota 
also bid for the Great Lakes her­ 
ring catch thus creating a “very 
good market,” as it is described 
this year. 
Spurt In Employment 
Not to be overlooked by the 
bargain-hunting housewife, her­ 
ring will provide fish dinners at a 
fraction the cost 
of 
hamburger, 
60 to 80 per cent lower than lake 
trout, and a third the price of a 
pound of perch, the conservation 
department reports. 
During the herring run there 
is a spurt in local 
employment, 
both on the 40 fishing boats, 
in 
trucking the fish, and in handling 
and preparing them for market. A 
total of about 250 persons will be 
employed in the 
production 
of 
herring in Delta county this fall. 
The run has been good in local 
waters the past two seasons, com­ 
ing back strong after 
a 
period 
when the fish were comparatively 
scarce.

Neither 
died from this accident last year. 
Several hunters shot 
themselves 
when they slipped on icy 
roads 
and trails while 
hurrying 
after 
wounded deer. 
Investigation of two other ac­ 
cidents revealed that one died of 
a heart attack and the other from 
over exhaustion 
and 
exposure. 
Keep in mind 
that the hunters 
looking only 
for 
venison 
are 
eventually bound to get a hunter. 
Also, the “over 40” 
hunter 
who 
thinks he is still in his “teens” is 
asking for trouble, too. 
IO Fatal Accidents 
Of the 28 hunting accidents that 
occurred in the Upper Peninsula 
during the 1950 season, IO were 
total and 8 of these the result of 
firearms. None 
ol 
the 
hunters 
responsible for the 28 
accidents 
occurring in the Upper Peninsula 
were under 19 years of age so it 
appears the guy who thinks he is 
an experienced hunter is the per­ 
son who needs a self appraisal on 
deer-hunting safety techniques. 
I here were 97,402 licensed deer 
hunters in the 
Upper 
Peninsula 
last year. One fatal accident oc­ 
curred out ol every 9,740 hunters; 
one accident out of 
every 
3,480 
hunters. Over the last seven years, 
an average of six hunters died per 
year—a low’ of tw’o in 1946 and a 
high of ten in 1950.

Action Still Awaits 
On Hoover Reforms 
*|*HE Hoover commission's recommenda- 
^ tions on government reorganization 
and economy were among the boldest and 
most hopeful proposals ever offered for the 
bettement of our federal system. 
In the beginning, both the president ai I 
Congress seemed to realize this, and they 
moved energetically and with some cour­ 
age to put these recommendations in force. 
By the time the 81st Congress was well in­ 
to its second year, half the program had 
been adopted, and savings of consequence 
were foreseen. 
At this juncture, however, the stream­ 
lining drive gradually bogged down. Mr. 
Truman 
sent up to Capitol Hill certain 
proposals which were modified with ap­ 
parent political intent. 
The 
lawmakers 
balked at these, and then stubbornly refug­ 
ed to approve other important features of 
the commission plan. 
The 82nd Congress, which convened this 
January, allowed the unfinished portion of 
the program to languish in the backwaters. 
Nothing was done. 
Thus we stand, with perhaps the most 
vital half of the Hoover 
proposals still 
awaiting action nearly three years after 
their original presentation. 
If we can believe the cheerful supporters 
of the program, additional savings rising 
ultimately to from $3 billion to $5 billion 
could be realized by carrying it through. 
Whichever measure you take, it means 
greater value from the taxpaying dollar, 
perhaps some day a small tax burden. 
This is no dull academic matter of in­ 
terest only to students of efficient govern­ 
ment. It concerns every American who is 
worried over the course of federal spend­ 
ing. With defense, foreign aid, pensions 
and debt requiring huge outlays that sim­ 
ply cannot be escaped, there is almost no 
hope for real savings except through 
a 
wholesale modernization of 
our 
creaky, 
jerry-built government structure. 
Each sound advance made should con­ 
tribute to a result that one day will mean 
more money in your pocket. You therefore 
have a right to expect action, both from 
the president an dfrom Congress. This is 
the perfect opportunity for the lawmakers 
to demonstrate their oft-expressed affec­ 
tion fo reconomy. 
If they do not act affirmatively, you may 
be sure they are yielding to pressures from 
those who have a vested interest at fat 
government—in waste, duplication of ef­ 
fort, over-expansion and mismanagement. 
A governing body which feels itself pow­ 
erless to control or reduce its expanding 
girth is a danger to its country and to the 
democratic system it seeks to make effec­ 
tive. 
The voters of America will mark care­ 
fully how their representatives meet this 
problem in 1952. The testing time is nearly 
at hand for the men who shout so much 
and do so little for economy. 


A M ost Vicious And 
Dispicable Enemy 
T T UNTING for villains is a great Amer- 
ican pastime these days. Some of the 
sleuthing looks about as sensible as the 
“Good Guys and Bad Guys” adventures of 
our boyhood fancy. But there is nothing 
fanciful about one villain among us todav 
Most everyone now has heard that many 
relatives of men serving in combat on the 
Korean front are getting faire reports that 
the men have been killed or are missing in 
action. 
In every case, these reports a»*e 
thoroughly malicious in motivation. 
Every mother, father, sister, brother and 
sweetheart of a man in combat ought to 
know that the only reliable word of his 
death or wounding or disappearance com ?s 
from the armed services by official tele­ 
gram. All other reports may be complete­ 
ly discounted. 
What kind of human beings are there 
among us who could stir such wicked mis­ 
chief by playing upon the deepest feelings 
of a soldier's loved ones? This is the most 
despicable thing that has 
happened 
in 
America in many a day. 
All authorities 
should combine to track down and punish 
severely these vicious individuals. 
Their 
cause could only be the enemy’s. 


leading role he played in bringing about 
the arrest of the two game law violators 
and the confiscation of the six illegal car­ 
casses. 
It was Fisher’s diligence to duty 
that discovered the violations and made 
possible the eventual developments. 
Stalking game law violators at night is 
tricky and extremely dangerous 
business. 
The conservation officer has a rather 
thankless job. He risks his neck to catch a 
violator, particularly after dark and then as 
often as not, he is dismayed because juries 
have a peculiar habit of freeing the de­ 
fendant for reasons of sympathy, usually 
completely disregarding the evidence be­ 
fore them. 
Occasionally, however, the conservation 
officer comes across a case that is out cl 
the ordinary. This case is one of those be­ 
cause it is apparent that when two men 
kill six deer illegally within a matter of a 
few hours, 
it is unlikely that they are 
simply trying to store a few proteins for 
their families and to bypass the current 
high cost of beef and pork. 
Justice of the Peace Henry 
Ranguette, 
upon the recommendations of the conser­ 
vation department, sentenced each of the 
two men to fines of $100, 
plus costs, 
on 
each of two counts, or 90 days in jail on 
each of two counts. If the men pay their 
fines, their combined cost will be $437.40. 
If they fail to pay, the jail sentences will 
be 180 days each, or six months. 
Furthermore, there is a possibility that 
the automobile used in the violations may 
be condemned. 
Few persons will contend that the pen­ 
alties assessed are too great for the offenses 
committed.

REDS AS TEACHERS 
(Marinette Eagle-Star) 
Dr. James B. Conant, president of H ar­ 
vard university, seems to have made the 
soundest appraisal of the question whether 
Communists should be barred from the 
teaching profession. He disagrees with Dr. 
Alexander Meiklejohn, former University 
of Wisconsin professor, who early in Octo­ 
ber told an audience at Madison that stu­ 
dents need Communism taught to them by 
Communist teachers “to get their ideas 
stirred up.” 
Dr. Conant maintains that a professor’s 
political views are of no concern to his 
university, nor are his activities within the 
law as a private citizen. But he does not 
believe the usual rules as to political par­ 
ties apply to the Communist party. He says 
he is convinced that conspiracy and cal­ 
culated deceit have been and are the char­ 
acteristic pattern of behavior of regular 
Communists all over the world. Hence, he 
says, card holding members of the Com­ 
munist party are out of bounds as mem­ 
bers of the teaching profession as far as he 
is concerned. 
Dr. Conant makes the proper distinction 
that the Communist party is not a political 
party. University professors should be free 
to air any political views they may see fit, 
but Communism is not in the category of 
politics. Why should any school permit the 
teaching of “conspiracy 
and 
calculated 
deceit?”

WASHINGTON—Despite President Tru­ 
man’s 1948 whistle-stop campaign 
based 
on protecting the nation from big busi­ 
ness, his administrators have now decided 
to put one of the biggest metal companies 
in the world in the already tightly held 
aluminum business. 
They are awarding the cheap govern­ 
ment water power from Hungry Horse 
dam in Montana to the Anaconda Copper 
company, despite vigorous objections by 
Mr. Truman’s own justice departm ent that 
the contract violates the principle of the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 
They are also closing their eyes to the 
criminal record of Anaconda, whose Ana­ 
conda Wire and Cable company was twice 
convicted of war frauds during World War 
II for selling defective wire to the armed 
forces—wire which, if not detected, might 
have caused the loss of American troops 
in battle. 
Ironic fact is that a small business firm, 
the Harvey Machine company of Los An­ 
geles, was about to receive an RFC loan 
to help put it in the aluminum business in 
Montana. But when Harvey’s wartime rec­ 
ord in producing Navy shells was ques­ 
tioned, the loan was held up. 
It was right and proper that Harvey’s 
record 
should 
have 
been 
scrutinized, 
though for unexplained reasons Secretary 
of the Navy Kimball has flatly refused to 
give the Navy’s files on this case either to 
his own colleague, the secretary of the in­ 
terior, or to the House investigating com­ 
mittee. However, this columnist, who has 
seen the files, 
can report that Harvey’s 
record was saintlike compared 
to 
Ana­ 
conda's. 
Anaconda was convicted at Fort Wayne, 
Ind., on June 12, 1943 for defrauding the 
government in connection with the sale of 
defective wire, was fined 
$31,000, 
and 
three of its men were given 
suspended 
prison sentences. 
Again in Pawtucket, R. I., Anaconda was 
convicted Jan. 12, 1944 on a w ar-frauds 
charge, with four of its people given 18 
months to one year in jail and a fifth plac­ 
ed on parole for tw oyears. 
Remarked the judge: 
“The company 
perpetrated these frauds with the intent 
to increase their profits without regard to 
the loves of American boys.” 
On top of the criminal convictions, the 
government brought civil suit after the 
war and collected $1,626,000 from Ana­ 
conda. Yet this is the company which will 
now be favored with cheap 
government 
power, 
a tax-amortization deal whereby 
the investment is written off in four years, 
a contract whereby the government

Other phases of the Anaconda aluminum 
deal are also interesting. When little busi­

a wealthy partner?” 
Meanwhile 
Anaconda 
made 
various

his power contract at Hungry Horse, would 
be taken away.

Interesting fact No. 2—The man who 
made the final decision for Anaconda was 
Manly Fleischmann, head of defense pro­ 
duction. One of his right-hand men is Jos­ 
eph Mulally, an official of Anaconda Wire 
and Cable, the same company twice con­ 
victed of defrauding Uncle Sam during the 
war. Mulally is a $l-a-year man, continues 
to draw salary from Anaconda.

A famous green door 
with 
a 
lion’s head kocker has swung open 
again for the new Prime Minis­ 
ter of Britain’s victorious conserva­ 
tive government. 
The door is the one leading to 
Number IO Downing Street, which, 
by virtue of his office, once more 
has become the official residence of 
Winston Churchill as it was in the 
years from 1940 to 1945. 
This modest-appearing house on 
a quiet street off London’s White­ 
hall has been the headquarters for 
British political power since 1735, 
says the National Geographical So­ 
ciety. There, against a curiously 
dual background of private and of­ 
ficial life, the 
Prime 
Minister 
meets with his cabinet to discuss 
and decide on affairs of state. 
There, too, assembles one of the 
most august bodies of the British 
legal system, the Judicial Com­ 
mittee of the Privy Council, which 
decides appeals from the British 
Commonwealth of Nations around 
the world. 
Early American Ties 
The story of Number IO Down­ 
ing Street goes back to the late 
17th century and is linked with 
early American history in several 
ways. Within its walls were made 
the momentous decisions that led 
to the American Revolution, and in 
one of its rooms Lord North, then 
Prime Minister, received the news 
of the Boston Tea Party, and later 
of the surrender of Cornwallis. 


named for Sir George Downing, 
who had been taken to America as 
a boy and educated at the infant 
Harvard 
College. 
Returning 
to 
England, Downing won the favor 
of Charles II (after recanting his 
former Cromwell allegiance), and 
was permitted to build four houses 
on a “pretty 
open 
space” 
in 
Whitehall. It was one 
of 
these 
houses which eventually was to go 
into the making of Number IO, 
and spread the name of its owner 
wherever 
British 
affairs 
are 
known. 
First Prime Minister to live at 
the Downing Street house was Sir 
Robert Walpole, who took it over 
in 1735. Walpole had refused the 
place as a personal gift from his 
sovereign, George II, but finally 
accepted its use on condition that 
it be made the official home of 
each First Lord of the Treasury. 
Since the British offices of Prime 
MinisteV and First Lord

Treasury are customarily held by 
the same man, the house is fixed 
in public mind as the residence of 
the chief of the British govern­ 
ment. 
Made British History 
The baze list of famous names 
and events associated with Num­ 
ber IO Downing Street is a reca­ 
pitulation of much of British his­ 
tory. Among the glittering com­ 
pany of those who played their 
special roles against 
its

The Street itself was originally [backdrop 
were 
the Elder and 


Younger Pitt, the Duke of Welling­ 
ton, Sir Robert Peel, Lord Palm er­ 
ston, Benjamin Disraeli, William 
Ewart Gladstone, Lloyd George, 
Ramsay MacDonald, and Stanley 
Baldwin. 
Winston Churchill, in addition to 
his years of tenancy as Prime Min­ 
ister, was also a familiar visitor 
there in various official capacities, 
including terms as First Lord of 
the Admiralty in two World Wars. 
The mixture of home life and 
affairs of state carried on beneath 
its roof makes Number IO a unique 
building. Much larger than it ap­ 
pears from its simple narrow ex­ 
terior, it is a labyrinth of corri­ 
dors and 
stairways, 
of 
official 
meeting, 
dining 
and 
drawing 
rooms from which one may wan­ 
der into a small 
private 
sitting 
room, a pantry, or kitchen. On any 
threshold, visitors say, a household 
pet is as likely to appear as a dis­ 
tinguished statesman. 
Yet it is never forgotten that 
Number IO is of paramount state 
importance, as is indicated by steps 
taken to insure against leakage of 
information. 
The Cabinet Room, 
for instance, is equipped with dou­ 
ble doors, its windows with double 
sashes to balk would-be listeners.

all 
scrap paper, including blotters, is 
carefully burned, and the minutes 
of the occasion are secretly printed 
by staff workers sworn to reveal 
nothing of what they have seen 
and transcribed.

BURIED 
ALIVE — The fear of being 
“buried alive” was in the past a real yet 
fascinating 
emotion—the 
possibility 
of 
such a happening was real, its discussion 
in life a subject fascinating to the morbid. 
In Europe and America before the gentle 
art of undertaking 
reached its 
present 
perfection, stories were told and retold of 
dear Aunt Agatha “who was buried alive, 
you know.” 
These stories were always recounted 
in hushed tones and with grisly details. 
They 
had 
to move the cemetery, or 
something, and the casket fell apart and 
there was Aunt Agatha—she had clawed 
the casket, ripped the lining, torn out 
her hair. 
The fear of burial before death caused 
some persons to take extraordinary 
pre­ 
cautions against that 
tragic 
possibility. 
Tubes extended from the coffins to above 
ground, and sometimes bells were erected 
with ropes leading from the grave—so the 
“corpse” could when rousing from appar­ 
ent death give the rope a lusty pull.

CAN’T HAPPEN NOW — In these days* 
unless the apparently dead revive before 
they reach the morgue they have 
small 
chance of escaping the grave. 
Ministrations of the embalmer preclude 
the possibility of the apparently dead ever 
rousing after burial. The body embalmed 
is as dead as anything can be. 
But in an earlier day grieving relatives 
or the physicians would hold a small 
mirror to the mouth of the deceased, 
hoping for that telltale trace of vapor 
that meant the breath of life still exist­ 
ed, although the pulse could not be dis­ 
cerned. 
Yet to this day there is the recurring 
phenomena of life after death, as witness 
the recent story of the San Francisco wom­ 
an who revived after two hours of “death” 
and may live but never completely recover 
all of her faculties.

NOT 
IMMEDIATE—Death is the mo­ 
ment when life ends. 
. In the case of the San Francisco woman, 
as in all cases of death, the cells of the hu­ 
man body do not die at the moment the 
nourishing supply of blood is reduced or 
stopped. 
The 
hair 
may continue to grow for 
several hours after death. The cells of 
the cortex of the brain are very suscepti­ 
ble to lack of oxygen. They usually die 
first when the blood ceases to circulate. 
“If the cells of the brain are completely 
deprived of oxygen for five or ten min­ 
utes, they can no longer completely regain 
their ability to function,” according to one 
authority. 
The cells in the skin and in the bones 
may live for several hours after death.

THROUGH CENTURIES—Present - day 
customs in embalming and burial of the 
dead are a comparatively recent develop­ 
ment in America. 
In pioneer days the task of preparing the 
body for burial fell upon the members of 
the family, or was delegated to a friend. 
Clothed in the deceased’s best, placed in a 
home-made coffin, the body was taken to 
the cemetery near the settlement and in­ 
terred with or without benefit of clergy. 
Often the only rits were a few words spok­ 
en or a Bible passage read by a patriarch 
of the community. 
Simplicity of the service In no way in­ 
dicated heartlessness.

deep and mourning is genuine aa it la 
today.

ROUSING THE DEAD—We recall with 
interest anouncements from Soviet Russia 
a few years ago that Russian scientists had 
brought life back to the dead. 
These re­ 
ports were officially discounted aa more 
Communist propaganda. 
Today in the United States two such 
cases have received national 
attention. 
The latest is that of the San Francisco 
woman who, at last reports, is still liv­ 
ing. 
The time may come when medical sci­ 
ence will look upon death as complete and 
final only after efforts to revive the ap­ 
parently dead have proved futile;

storatives and rush the person to the hos­ 
pital rather than the morgue.

WORDS THAT HURT 
Times come when words fly irvunpleas- 
ant comment. The world cannot always be 
sweetness m d light, and it may be worth 
while, therefore, to examine some of the 
terms in our language expressive of these 
personal sentiments and note their differ­ 
ences.

“raillery,” (RAL-leri). This is a form of 
friendly banter in which tru th .is mingled 
with kindly humor. Slightly more biting is 
“irony” 
(EYE-ruh-ny),

tive^, “Ironic” (eye-RON-ik) and “ironi­ 
cal” (eye-RON-i-kul). 
From its Greek 
source, “eiron,” which means a person who 
says one thing but means the opposite, a 
dissembler, we see that “irony,” 
whether 
mild or better, says the opposite of what is 
meant. When Tommy’s mother, after Tom­ 
my has run away from Jimmy’s 
threats, 
says, “Yes, Tommy is very brave,” that’s 
“irony.”

• 
Ridicule (RlD-i-kyool) is never kindly. 
It holds its object up to scorn, making him 
a laughing stock, something worthy of ill- 
natured laughter. Frequently it is center­ 
ed upon some failing of its object or some 
physical defect, turning/ those into some­ 
thing to b e 'laughed at. When this is done 
jeeringly, it becomes “derision” (di-RlSH- 
un). Children, in rhymes upon the names 
of their playfellows, repeated over 
and 
over again, often fall upon derision. 
“Sarcasm” (SAR-kazm) is the harshest 
of all. The word itself tells why this is so, 
for it comes from Greek “sarkazo,” to tear 
flesh like dogs. ,The person subjected to 
sarcastic comment feels that 
the 
biting 
words directed at him have been like so 
many sharp hooks or teeth 
tearing 
his 
flesh.

New Pattern Followed 
The contract for the new car­ 
rier, the U. S. S. Forrestal, 
was 
awarded to the Newport 
News 
Shipbuilding and Drydock com­ 
pany last July. 
For an estimated 
outlay of $218,000,000 the Navy 
expects to get a prototype carrier 
which probably will become the 
pattern for an entirely new fam­ 
ily of flattops. 
Although 
actual 
construction 
can’t be started until sometime 
next year, orders for an 
initial 
supply of several thousand tons of 
steel have been placed. 
Designers have been blueprint­ 
ing the Forrestal for about a year, 
since the joint chiefs of staff got 
word from congressional commit­ 
tees that the big carrier would be 
approved. A large amount of the 
design work and research for the

States 
(on 
which work was stopped by or­ 
der of former Secretary of De­ 
fense Louis Johnson) has proved 
useable in the

Work was never 
resumed on the United States; the 
whole project was scrapped.

The Forrestal will be a 59,900- 
ton ship, 1,040 feet long, with 
a 
flight deck as wide as 252 feet at 
one point. 
A multiple system of 
catapaults will allow simultaneous 
launching of four planes—a fea­ 
ture vitally needed when sudden 
action is demanded. She will have 
aboard more men than any fight­ 
ing ship in the world—3,500. This 
compares with about 2,700 for the 
45,000-ton, Midway class carriers. 
Because the Forrestal will have 
a flight deck unobstructed by the 
conventional island, she will be 
able to launch and land bombers 
of range far greater than those 
now used in regular carrier opera­ 
tions.
